City Comptroller K.P. Mac- 
Taggart is projecting a deficit of 
$402,883 for fiscal year 1991-92 
That figure compares favorably 
with a deficit projected at $1.18 
million six months ago. 

Halfway through the fiscal 
year, the City Council passed a 
supplemental appropriation ordi 
nance Tuesday night by a 10-3 
vote.

‘A new Democratic map of leg- 
islative districts, a response to 
last week's Illinois ‘Supreme 
Court decision, is expected to be 
finished by Friday. e 

State Rep. Jim McPike, D-Al- 
ton, House majority leader and 
one of his party’s members of 
the Legislative Redistricting 
Commission, said he spent the 
weekend and Monday working 
on a new plan. 

The Democratic staff is now 
“putting it together on the com- 
puters,” McPike said Tuesday. 

The changes affect only those 
districts cited in the high court 
decision last Friday as apparent- 
ly failing to meet requirements 
for compactness or racial minor- 
ities’ voting strength, McPike 
said. 

‘We did not rewrite the whole 
map,” he said, adding that the 
Republican commission mem- 
bers would be invited to negoti- 
ate a compromise. 

The Supreme Court, with two 
Republican justices dissenting, 
refused last week to approve a 
map drawn by the commission’s 
GOP majority. The court 
ordered the two parties to sub- 
mit new plans to the commission 
by Dec. 27 and set a seven-day 
period for responses. The com-

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Neighborhood Watch Program expanded 


With FBI statistics showing an ever-in- 
creasing national crime rate, Neighborhood 
Watch Programs are gaining greater popu- 
larity in many cities and Granite City is no 
exception. 

Mike Sparks, the crime prevention officer, 
said that since the re-institution of local pro- 
grams, scores of residents covering six areas 
are now actively participating. 

The city now has programs in three East 
Granite neighborhoods and others in the Ter- 
race Lane/Cottage, Pontoon/Sara and 
| Anchorage Homes areas. 

The peak year of the Granite City program 
was 1988, boasting nearly 1,000 participants, 
but manpower problems within the police 
department broilght all public relations pro- 
grams to a halt. “The rebirth of such pro- 
grams has been met with considerable 
: favor,” Sparks said. 

The basics of the Neighborhood Watch Pro- 
gram are simple: local residents gather 
together for informal meetings, usually in a 

| bome or church, and discuss specific prob- 
: lems affecting their neighborhy s. 

Officer Sparks attends these meetings and 


provides instruction and advice as how to 
combat and overcome such problems. 

Groups may request instruction in specific 
areas of concern, such as home securit) 
measures or personal safety when out-of- 
doors. “‘The beautiful thing about these pro- 
grams is the versatility they afford,” he 
said. F 

“Individual Neighborhood Watch Programs 
may expand to whatever depth they desire. 
For instance, one group has its members 
taking turns walking their neighborhood in 
the evening. Larger areas may even be 
‘patroled’ by residents in their cars.”’ 

He said the residents know they are not 
police officers and do not get directly 
involved in crimes in progress. They are, 
however, taught to be excellent observers 
and witnesses. They know how and when to 
report criminal activity. 

Those participating receive NWP window 
decals for their homes. 

‘And, in cooperation with the police depart- 
ment, Superintendent of Streets Clayton 
‘Jug’ Harrison has instructed his depart- 
ment to erect brightly. colored NWP warning 


signs throughout participating neighborhoods. 

“Obviously, just warning signs will not 
eliminate all crime. Yet, studies have shown 
that, where the signs tell the prospective 
criminal that the residents are more prone 
to call the police, incident rates have 
dropped. 

“We haven't had time to case-study our 
local programs, but I am confident we will 
see similar results,’ Sparks said. 

As a result of the rapid growth, Chief of 
Police Don Knight has authorized monthly 
NWP meetings to be conducted for the active 
groups and the general public at the police 
station. 

Meetings will be held from 7 p.m. to 8 

.m, on the first Thursday of each month 

ginning in January 1992. 

At the meetings, participants will be able 
to discuss ongoing problems. Officer Sparks 
will provide information and current crime 
statistics as well as a topic of instruction at 
each meeting.

There are a lot of 
organizations that ask for help at Christmas time and their 
efforts should not be damaged by the work of the con man. 

Have a happy holiday and help those in need when you can, 
but beware of those who would ruin a merry Christmas. 


Bethlehem offers peace, love 


The following is a Christmas reflection from Bishop Daniel L. 
Ryan of the Diocese of Springfield in Illinois. Bishop Ryan is the 
spiritual Jeader of 178,000 Catholics in the 28-county diocese. 

“I'm dreaming of a white Christmas, just like the ones I used to 
know ..."” 

The strains of that familiar Christmas song capture the mood of 
this season: fond memories of home, winter scenes, warm family 
ties and friendship. 

The ‘treason for the season’’ is found in memories, too. Christmas 
stories told by the gospel writers Luke and Matthew portray a stable 
in the little town of Bethlehem, shepherds on hills nearby, a young 
mother and her husband, a baby lying in a manger. 

These memories bespeak love without limit and a gift of peace 
without end. 

In the birth of Jesus, God the unseeable, the unknowable, the 
untouchable comes as close to us as an infant who can be held and 
cuddled. The all-powerful God is seen and heard in the person of a 
tiny child crying from cold and hunger. ; 

In other words, at Bethlehem God reveals who God is, not in 
encyclopedic, philosophical terms, but in human form for all of us to 
grasp and love. 

God’s appearance in Bethlehem is not threatening or frightening. 

In the poverty of Bethlehem no one of us need fear being too needy 
to approach God. It is human love that fills the stable: a young 
husband and wife cherishing the gift of new life in the child they 
caress. Shepherds and the flocks they tend approach with human 
reverence and, in doing so, they surround a gift divine. 

At Bethlehem, God's self-giving love enters the world. Its promise 
will be fulfilled in the life, death and resurrection of Jesus, who lived 
and died for others. 

The peace of Bethlehem is a taste of the gifts God gives to all of 
us: simple acceptance of each human being by the other, warmth 
and genuine affection sacred in love. No threats. No fear. 

Our dreams of Bethlehem, of the first Christmas ever celebrated 
there, are filled with divine power: we can share in the reality of 
God’s love and peace 


Politics — the big gamble

"Tis the season for jollity, normally. But hard on the heels of the 
November elections, it's become apparent that ‘tis also the season 
for anxiety. And I don’t mean the Christmas blues. 

It was too late to cancel the trip to Rome and the Netherlands, but 
on the election night President George Bush canceled plans to visit 
Tokyo, Singapore, South Korea, Australia and Hawaii. 

His faithful Sancho Panza, Mr. Fitzwater, announced the reason 
for the cancellation as being the need to hang around Washington in 
the event Congress decided to consider legislation to spur the econo- 
my and extend unemployment benefits. Call me a cynic, but I doubt 
that, 


True, members of Congress aren't in very good repute in the eyes 
of the voting public. And it might be nice to try to make a little 
political hay out of this public dissatisfaction. 

But the president has been (finally!) reading the polls and the 
headlines and it’s sunk in that his own popularity is drooping like an 
unattended baby’s diaper. 

He probably wasn’t too happy with Harris Wofford winning in 
Pennsylvania, either. But look on the bright side — better late than 
never, right? Back in late September, President Bush was probably 
too busy with concerns about the Clarence Thomas confirmation and 
the planned Mideast get-together to notice that poverty in this coun- 
try had risen to 13.5 percent in 1990 — 2.1 million more poor people 
than in the previous year. 


That figure — 33.6 million — includes what are called the ‘‘new’’ 
poor; there’s not much doubt that the percentages are continuing to 
rise this year. I’d make book that George Bush has taken more than 
a cursory gander at the latest Gallup Poll, and has learned Ameri- 
cans are a lot more worried about conditions within our own borders 
than they are with what's happening anywhere else. 

Their biggest concerns are with matters economic — general eco: 
nomic conditions, unemployment, the budget deficit, tax policy, pov- 
erty and homelessness. Other concerns ranking high on voters’ lists 
are education, crime, health care, the environment. 

National defense, foreign affairs, race relations, and abortion rank 
low among their concerns. In fact, among registered voters polled, 
national defense and foreign affairs concerned only 2 percent as 
determining their vote next year; 21 percent felt economic conditions 
to be most important, with education and unemployment being tied 
for second place at 12 percent each. 

Bush’s personal popularity has slipped from 54 percent in February 
to 46 percent in early November. 

In addition to the 5 percent of polled registered voters who had no 
opinions whatsoever on issues, the Gallup People came up with some 
interesting news about the Democrats (and those leaning toward 
them) — Mario Cuomo was far and away the lead dog in the pack. 

But, should Cuomo choose not to run, the choices (top to bottom) 
are Jerry Brown, Doug der, Bob Kerrey, Tom Harkin, Bill Clin- 
ton and, last, Paul Tsongas. 

But the real Sye Cpeter came in answers to the question of wheth- 
er the voter had a favorable or unfavorable opinion on the possible 
Bush opponents. 

Pollsters allowed for the fact that the person questioned might not 
have heard of the candidate or had no opinion — and more than 10 
percent of these Democrats either have never heard of them or have 
no opinion at all. In some cases, the percentage is nearly 20. 

It’s a fascinating puzzle, what motivates these voters to punch a 
particular candidate’s name once they enter the voting booth. 

Eeney, meany, miney, mo? Straight jae voters? 

Will they approve Bill Clinton’s youthful good looks? Or, if they’ve 
heard of them at all, be swayed by the past romantic connections of 
Brown and Kerrey with stars of the glitzy weed of entertainment? 

Who can explain these voters and their reasoning? Who can tell 
you why? And whoever said politics and elections aren’t a dice 
game?

School district 
puts pupils first 


TO THE EDITOR: 

I am responding to a letter 
that appeared in ie ~Press-Re- 
cord’s “‘Letters to the Editor’’ 
section on Nov. 27 in regard to 
crossing guards. 

I would like to, once again, 
explain to the community that 
the School District is using our 
dedicated custodial staff to cover 
all crossings previously covered 
by the city’s crossing guards 
before and after school 

Please understand the School 
District has used its funds, 
which are provided by our tax- 
payers, to restore two-thirds of 
the crossing guard services that 
were cut by the city. 

We decided to eliminate mid- 
day crossing guards after con- 
versations with our building 
principals determined that mid- 
day guards were serving very 
few children. 

However, before the mid-day 
guards were eliminated, we 
made arrangements for all of 
our first- through sixth-grade 
students to remain at school for 
lunch. 

And the only ones now leaving 
are those children whose parents 
have signed waivers to allow 
them to do so, with the under- 
standing there are no crossing 
guard services. The number of 
parents electing that option is 
very small. 

The only other children not 
served are morning kindergarten. 
children who leave at 11 a.m. 
and afternoon kindergarten chil- 
dren who arrive at 12:15 p.m. 

Everyone involved in this deci- 
sion believed five-year-old chil- 
dren should not be walking to 
school unescorted under any cir- 
cumstances. 

We believe that five-year-old 
children need more protection 
than an occasional crossing 
guard and that they should be 
escorted to school by responsible 
adults. 

We would remind the commu- 
nity that, at best, only 32 of the 

of street crossings were 
ever covered by crossing guards. 

We continue to cover the dan- 
gerous intersections with our 


staff, as stated, before and after . 


school,which are the periods of 
heavy traffic — both student 
and automotive. 

I take great exception with

The New York Times printed a 
great photograph, taken by Alan 
S. Weiner, of seven whites gath- 
ered on a porch, four of them

We have always put 
our students first in all of our 
concerns and will always do so.

The dif- 
ference between the budgeted 
and actual costs is $11,572. 

The city’s failure about five 
years ago to register two under- 
ground fuel storage tanks with 
the Illinois Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency resulted in their 
removal not being covered under 
an insurance program. 

If the tanks had been regis- 
tered, the city would only have 
had to pay a $10,000 deductible 
for the removal. But because the 
tanks did not qualify for the 
insurance program, the city will 
expend about $75,000 for the 
removal, MacTaggart said. 

Other ‘unanticipated expenses 
include a_ $8,988 retirement pay- 
out to Street Superintendent 
Clayton “Jug” Harrison due to 
his withdrawal from the union 
upon being elected; $13,508 — a 
3% percent increase in salary 
for full-time, non-union city 
employees; and $17,332 for 
health and life insurance for the 
public works department 

Due to a clerical error, the ini- 
tial budget appropriated only $17 
for the public works insurance 
line item, MacTaggart said 

Increases in estimated revenue 
resulted from extension of the 
city’s portion of the state income 
tax surcharge, $660,440 which 
had not been counted upon when 
the budget was prepared, Mac- 
Taggart said; $386,040 in antici- 
pated garbage collection fees 
(six months of fees); and a lump 
sum payment from the state of 
$58,600 — last year’s local use 
tax’ withheld from the city and 
most of this year’s payment due 
the city. 

MacTaggart said the city is 
“still financially healthy’’ and 
can expect to have about $1 mil- 
lion on hand at the end of FY 
1991-92 if the budget is accurate.

on ‘The Nuteracker’

“The Nutcracker,”’ the story of 
the magical Christmas gift that 
whisks a young girl into an 
enchanted world of magic and 
wonder, is for some as much a 
part of the holidays as Christ- 
mas tree, manger scenes and 
tinsel. 

Throughout the St. Louis area, 
“‘Nutcracker”’ fans have a pleth- 
ora of productions to choose 
from each year, as ballet com- 
panies large and small offer up 
renditions of what may be the 
best known dance production of 
all. 

This year the Repertory The- 
ater of St, Louis’ Imaginary The- 
ater Company offers a new look 
at an old favorite. After touring 
local schools for the last few 
weeks, ‘‘The Nutcracker and the 
Mouse King’? moves to the 
Loretto-Hilton Mainstage for per- 
formances beginning Dec. 19. 
It'll give one and all the chance 
to see a ‘‘Nutcracker” that is 
something completely different 

For starters, ‘The Nutcracker 
and the Mouse King” is a new 
adaptation aimed, as are many 
ITC productions, at the entire 
family. Director Tom Martin, 
who also helmed last season’s 
show, said it’s shorter (51 min- 
utes), taking the first part of the 
popular story and making it a 
play unto itself 

“Our play ends with the death 
of the Mouse King,”’ Martin said. 
“In other versions, that comes 
at the beginning of the produc- 
tion."” 

And there's no dance. 

“This is whole different form,” 
Martin said. ‘“This is story the- 
ater. There’s some narrative, 
lots of props, a couple of puppets 
and lots of costume changes. 
We've changed things around 
quite a bit.”” 

The ITC version was written 
by Jahnna Beecham and Mal- 
colm Hillgartner, a husband-wife 
acting and writing team. The 
Rep's associate director, Susan 
Gregg, met them in Montana, 
where the couple runs the annu- 
al “Gathering at Bigfork,” a 
play development conference. 

Jeffery Matthews, the Rep’s 
artistic Supervisor, had the idea 
of staging, a new version of the 
“Nutcracker,”’ Gregg said. 

“As soon as we began thinking 
about doing an adaptation of 
‘Nutcracker,’ it struck me _ that 
Jahanna and Malcolm would be 
perfect,” said Gregg, who has 
worked as a director at the 
Gathering. ‘“‘They’re actors, but 
since there’s not enough work in 
Montana to keep actors busy 
full-time, they also write teen 





The task of reworking the 
familiar story wasn't easy, 
Gregg said. 


“This is an amalgamation of 
bits and pieces from several dif- 
ferent short stories and myths, 
and Jahnna and Malcolm had to 
figure some way of gluing every- 
thing together,” Gregg said. 

During the creation of the 
play, Martin said, Beecham and 
Hiligartner saw puppets as well 
as live actors. 


And all these live characters 
are played by just the four 
members of the ITC touring 
troupe: Tracy Arnold, Catherine 
Berry, Christian Malmin and 
Patricia Pierre-Antoine. The 
quartet handles many roles — 
and works the scenery and props 
as well. 

“Some of the cast members 
are playing as many as five dif- 
ferent parts,” Martin said 
“With the ITC having only four 
members, shows are cast with 
that in mind, although this show 
has about 18 different charac- 
ters. When you work with ITC, 
you have to do a little bit of 
everything. 

The ITC has been taking ‘The 
Nutcracker and the Mouse 
King’’ to various schools 
throughout the metro area for 
several weeks, giving area 
school children a chance to expe 
rience live professional theater 
up close. Martin said that stag- 
ing plays for younger audience

On the other 
hand, Kulezycki said, this kind 
of wat play-can get out of con- 
trol very easily, and kids can get 
hurt or property can _ be 
destroyed. So just ignoring it is 
not the right answer éither, she 
said. : : 

Kulezycki offered some sug- 
gestions for parents wanting to 
direct their children’s war play 
She credits these suggestions to 
Nancy Carlsson-Paige and Diane 
Levin in their book, ‘‘Who's Call- 
ing the Shots: How to Respond 
Effectively to Children’s Fasci- 
nation with War Play and War 
Toys” (New Society Publishers.) 
She says parents should : 

*Get involved directly in their

*Try to take a role in the play 
and direct it in positive -wa 
For example; a parent can help 


to clarify the difference between ~

*Set limits on war play without 
expressing judgments about the

play centered around detectives, 
camping, fire fighters or space 
themes. 

*Emp!

dren how real heroes achieve 
success. 

«Look in children’s literature 
for examples of the same issues 
children deal with in war play. 
Kulezycki uses “Where the Wild 
Things Are” by Maurice Sendak 
as an example of a book that 


. deals with children's need for 


control and wielding power. 

* Talk to their children about 
television shows — from which 
kids get ideas for much of the 
war play they indulge in — and 
get them to start questioning the 
action and thinking about prob- 
lem-solving solutions besides vio- 
lent ones. 


*Help children see that things 
in real life are not black and 
white. They can try to break 
down the stereotypes presented 
in television shows and help chil- 
dren understand that people and 
things cannot be separated into 
good or bad, Kulezycki said
